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Tubercular Hospitals 


The Edmonton branch of the Canadian 
Legion takes a sound position in protesting 
to Ottawa the use of the former Jesuit Col- 
lege as a tubercular hospital for Indians. 

As the Legion points out, there are 
abandoned American military hospitals at 
Dawson Creek and Fort St. John which 
could be taken over quite satisfactorily for 
this purpose. 

The Indians deserve every considera- 
tion. But this latter proposal would ap- 
pear to meet their case. 

Meanwhile there is a very real and 
pressing need for a tubercular hospital in 
Edmonton for servi@emen and ex-Service- 
men. These patients, at preSent, are Scat- 
tered throughout the other hospitals in the 
city, which is not according to the best hos- 
pital practice. 

It is suggested, then, that the former 
Jesuit College be used for tubercular ser- 
vicemen and that tubercular Indians be 
treated at Dawson Creek or Fort St. John. 

This suggestion has the merit of con- 
forming to the fact that while the northern 
hospitals are quite suitable for the treat- 
ment of Indians, in point of geography, 
they are manifestly unsuitable, for the 

same reason, for the treatment of service- 
men. 

The Legion, in this caSe, has pointed 
out what appears to be the obvious and 
logical solution to . grave difficulty. 


Firemen’s Hours 


There need be, and should be, little de- 
lay in implementing the plebiscite taken in 
1942 to the effect that the end of the war 
should see the establishment of a three- 
platoon system for the men of the Edmon- 
ton fire department. 

Both as a matter of justice to the men 
and es a means of securing the greater ef- 
ficiency of the department, the rearrange- 
ment of hours should take place at the 
earliest possible moment. 

At present, Edmonton firemen work in 
two shifts, a day shift of ten hours from 
8 a.m. to 6 p.m., and a night shift of four- 
teen hours from 6 p.m. to 8 a.m. 

It will require 45 additional firemen at 
a cost of $100,000 a vear to initiate a three 
shift system of eight hours per shift. 

The additional men should soon be 
available if they are not available already. 
The cost is a minor matter if this will in- 
crease the efficiency of the department. 

The latter point is obvious. Firemen, 
doubtiess, have many leisure hours while 
they are on duty. But when they are 
fighting a fire, they are sometimes engag- 
ed in hard, unpleasant and hazardous work 
for as much as ten or twelve hours at a 
stretch. 

It stands to reason that no man can do 
his best in a skilled and dangerous job if 
a call should come near the end of a ten 
or fourteen hour shift. To ask a man who 
has been on duty for fourteen hcurs to go 
out and undertake arduous duties upon 
which human life may depend is unfair 
and unreasonable. 

The principle of the 1942 plebiscite 
should be effected with the least possible 
delay. ‘ 


Why Ration Meat? 


Parliament on Monday was given a de- 
tailed statement of the facts and figures 
which led to the reimposition of meat ra- 
tioning in Canada. The picture is not 4 
pleasant one. It shatters utterly any fond 
supposition that since the fighting has 
stopped the people in Britain and the lib- 
erated countries must be faring very much 
better, and are perhaps not too badly off. 
And it makes clear that if Caneda is to do 
the part it has promised to do, some method 
of cutting down home consumption has to 
be employed. 

To keep its commitments the Domin- 
ion must export 310 million pounds of meat 
in the last four months of this year. That 
will bring the year’s total up to 789 mil- 
lions, Which shows that in the preceding 
eight months we sent over only 479 mil- 
lions, At that rate the year’s total would 
have been about 715 millions, 71 millicns 
less than required. Obviously something 
had to be done, or Allied relief would fall 
short and Canada would be to blame. 

As for the notion that there is plenty 
of meat available to keep up heavier ship- 
ments and also allow unrestricted con- 
sumption in Canada—which has been wide- 
ly and emphatically stated to be the case 
the facts are that at the first of September 
meat in storage in Canada was only 49 
million pounds, thougn the packing plants 
were working at record speed. A year be- 
fore there were 70 million pounds in the 
storage places; and when rationing was 
discontinued in February of 1944, the stor- 
age supplies amounted to 150 million 
pounds. So much for the stories about bulg- 
ing storage warehouses and unconsumable 
supplies when the second rationing orde: 
went out, 

Getting down to cases, Mr. lsley said 
that in France the allowance is 14 ounces 
per person per month; in Belgium the ra- 
lion is one Ounce per person per day; in 
Holland one-fifth of a pound per person 
per week; in Czechoslovakia 10 ounces per 
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person per weck; subject in all cases to 
the condition that there is meat on hand 
to be doled out. When there isn’t, the ra- 
tioning schedule doesn't mean anything, 
except blighted hopes and disappointment 
—and perhaps a despairing wonder whe- 
ther political liberation is the blessing it 
was expected to be. 

Under the present ration scale a con- 
sumer in Canada can buy each week 36 
ounces of carcass meat for each person in 
his family—besides “fancy meats”, of 
which Canadians consume about 20 fillion 
pounds per year. That is to say, a Canadian 
consumer can edt fifty per cent more meat 
per week than a consumer in France, a con- 
sumer in Belgium, a consumer in Holland, 
and a consumer in Czechoslovakia, all to- 
gether. Taking no account, of course, of 
“fancy meats”, and the more ample a: 
plies of cheese, eggs and other meat-sub- 
stitutes which are available in this singu- 
larly favored land. 

If the Canadian consumer has supposed 
that he was being called upon to suffer for 
the sake of the unfortunate peoples in 
Nazi-cursed Europe, he should ponder 
these facts. They Show that we don’t know 
what real rationing is like. We have been 
eating at the rate of 145 pounds of meat 
per person per year. Under rationing we 
can get 130 pounds per year, plus “fancy 
meats’. This is 12 per cent less than we 
ate in 1944, but 12 per cent more than we 
ate in pre-war times. 

The Canadian consumer should thank 
God that he can spare one mouthful of 
meat per day to feed the hungry millions 
overseas and still eat a mouthful more per 
day than he used to eat in peacetime.

EMPLOYMENT QUESTION 

This would affect the employment 
situation during the change-over 
period The preamble noted threats 
of sit-in strikes and danger of un- 
reasonable demands, particularly 
in some metropolitan areas. 

It also noted the government had 
issued a program of reconservion 
April. To all this the 
resolution pleaded first for stead- 
fastness by the people and a due 
appreciation of the difficulties, 
urging a fair chance for the newly-| 
elected government to establish its 
reconversion policy.

Says No ‘Defence 
Against Atom Bomb; 


NASHVILLE, Tenn,, Sept. 26.— 
(AP) —Scientists say “that as 
| scientists they can offer no hope | 
of a specific defence against the 
atomic bomb,” Howard Blakeslee, 
Associated Press science editor,

Heydrich and other Gestapo chiefs 
show that their agents stole, bribed 
and corrupted to get access to mes- 


sages from the Holy See to prelates | 


in Germany and western Europe 
By his own signed statement, Hey- 

drich looked upon the clergymen as 

enemies of Hitler's new order. 


VOICED RAGE 


In a secret report dated Jan. 15, 
1942, a few months before his 
assassination in Prague, Heydrich 
expressed his rage at the Vatican's 
activities. 

He charged that the Vatican 
secretariat, after establishing a 
special bureau to supply ameni- 
ties to Italian and German Cath- 
olics in Allied war prisoner 
camps, was spreading the news 
about their good treatment to 
“weaken the resistance of Italian 
soldiers particularly and per- 
suade them to surrender” 

In June, 1942, the Gestapo pre- 
pared a five-page secret report on 
a religious celebration by German 
Catholic youth. 

“The Catholic church has at- 
tempted even now through inten- 
sive propaganda to make this re 
ligious celebration a test of power 
against the Hitler Jugend,” it stat- 
ed. “While priests generally re- 
frained from sermons of any enemy 
‘hostile) tone against the state, the 
bishops, and especially Konrad 
Groeber, archbishop of Freiburg 
spoke out.” 

LETTER FROM POPE 

In July, the Gestapo seized a 
hand-written letter from the Pope 
to the archbishop of Freiburg which 


it quoted as blessing him for his 
faithfulness “in the double fiery 
test of war and state measures 


against the church.”
